Newport News, Va., May 18.—Telegram 
to The Constitution.—Commodore Schley 
hag pulled his big ships out to sea. 

The squadron will join in the chase for 
the Spanish fleet, which has now entered 
the Caribbean sea. 

How the Ships Pulled Out. 

Five vessels of the fiying squadron, led 
by the flagship Brooklyn, steamed out of 
Hampton Reads this afternoon and after 
passing the Virginia capes took a south- 
erly course, going, it is said, to augment 
Admiral Sampson’s fieet now in the vi- 
cinity of Porto Rico. 

The order directing the squadron to put 
to sea came at midnight last night. A 
few minutes later the signal “be ready 
to put to sea at daybreak’’ was flashed 
from the flagship. 

Back from the men of war came the an- 
ewer. . 

In a jiffy the men were summoned to 
the decks and the work of making the 
ship ready to sail commenced. Suppressed 
“xelitement, mingled with delight, prevail- 
ed. The little steam launches were hoist- 
ead aboard and decks cleared. Then the 
rien walted for the signal to weigh an- 
chor. 

Day broke, but the signal was not hoist-

the Brooklyn’s military mast. Thirty min- 
utes later smoke was curling .from the 
stacks on the ships und they were plow- 
ing the sea at a rate of 15 knots. Hun- 
dreds of people, most of them the guests 
at the hotels, and wives and daughters of 
the officere on the ships, stood on-the 
dock and waved and shouted a God-speed 
to the men who were going to do battle 
for their country. After passing through 
the capes the Scorpion took the lead, acting 
as a scout. 

The fleet will join Admiral Sampson’s 
squadron. This statement came from a re- 
liable source. 

The ships passed the capes at 7:15 o'clock. 
After reaching the open sea it is said the 
vessels took the middle course, proceeding 
under full steam. The cruisers Minneapolis 
and New Orleans were left behind, as was 
also the auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, which 
is still anchored in the harbor here, 
taking on a supply of ammunition. 

The Minneapolis Hauls Up Anchor. ° 

At 8 o’clock tonight the 
hauled up hér anchors and steamed out at 
full speed to overtake the squadron. 

It has been reported that the St. Paul, 
Captain Sigsbee commanding, and the New 
Orleans would not leave before daybreak 
tomorrow, but late this evening Captain 
Sigsbee received orders to proceed at mid- 
night. She will join the New Orleans at 
Old Point, .and th vessels will then put 
to sea. They are expected to overtake 
Commodore Schley some time tomorrow 
evening or early Sunday morning. 

The fact that the Sterling, laden with 
4,000 tons of coal, accompanied the fleet 
indicates that a long sail is contemplated. 
The arrival of tke flying squadron will 
greatly strengthen Admiral Sampson's fleet. 

There is another report in circulation to- 
night that a flotilla of Spanish torpedo 
boats has been sighted cruising along the 
Atlantic coast, and that the flying squadron 
has been ordered out to intercept the fleet 
and sink the boats; but an officer from the 
St. Paul says no credence should be placed 
in the rumor. Commodore Schley left un- 
der sealed orders. 

The Necessity for Action. 

Washington, May 13.—The receipt of the 
news from Sampson of his attack on the 
forte at San Juan, and the news of the 
actual presence of the Spanish flying 
sguadron off Mantinique, only 0 milies 
away from Sampson and 
miles from Havana, caused the dispatch 
of the fivitg squadron under Commodore 
Schley and the delay of the army of in- 
‘yasion of Cuba. 

It is to the navy that the government 
again looks for a battle that: may end the 
conflict. The news of the Spanish fleet 
revealed the possibility of a quick move on 
the part of the Spanish fleet that cut the 
line of communication by water between 
Cuba and Key West, exposing to great 
peril any American landing force that 
might be caught between a superior Span- 
ish army in Cuba and the sea patrolled by 
Spanish cruisers. It became “necessary, 
therefore, to defer the departure of the 
military expedition from Florida until the 
Spanish fleet is met and crushed or driven 


from West Indian waters.

This was all that could be learned. The bom- 
bardment is over, fuller details will reach the world 
through mere routine sources, and we must keep the 
fleet in sight.

The Great Naval Battle of the Country Is Now 
on—Two American Fleets Are on Their 
Way to Intercept the Wily Span- 
iards—The Clashing Opinions.

Washington, May 13.—(Special.)—Another great battle is con- 


fidently expected to occur within the next few days, perhaps the 


next few hours. 
The Span'sh Cape Verde fleet is almost within touch of the 


American fleet ufder Sampson, which is hunting it down, while 
not far away is the flying squadron, under Schley, ready to 


pounce upon the enemy if he succeeds in eluding Sampson's 


grasp. 
This is Spain’s most formidable fleet, but at the hands of 
either of ita pursuers it will meet its match 
A meéting is certain. All indications point to the flercest 
naval battle of modern times, for if Spain can do anything on 
the waters, this fleet is the medium through which she must 


do it. ; 
The News at Last. 


Early this morning official confirmation of the presence of 
the Spanish fleet at Martinique reached the war department. 
The first information the president ang Secretary Long had of 
this startling fact Was conveyed to them in the early hours of 
the morning by representatives of The New York Herald, that 
paper’s special from Martinique having been telegraphed over 
to the Washington bureau. ~ That was about midnight or a little 
Jater. 

Several hours afterwards Lieutenant Cotton's cablegram, con- 
firming this information; was received at the navy department, 
and that brought a day of deep excitement. 

This Spanish flect, believed to be at Cadiz, suddenly appeared 
fn the Caribbean sea, but a short run from Porto Rico. ‘That 
upsct all] the calculations of the war-conducting officials. With 
that fleet near at hand, it must now become the center of all 
operations. Hurry orders were sent to Sampson and Schley— 
orders the purport of which are to drop Cuba, drop Porto Rico, 
drop everything else, and go attend to Admiral Cerveras and his 
dzngerous fleet.

A cabinet meeting was heid and the plans which the president 
and Secretary Long had determined upon was heartily approved. 
Orders for Sampson were sent to St. Thomas. It is believed they 
reached him some time during the day. Schley got the longed- 
for orders to move in time to enable him to get away at 4 o'clock.

mey West, Fla., May 13.—(Cable Telegram 
to The Constitution.)—Lieutenant Andrew 
S. Rowan, of the Nineteenth United States 
infantry, arrived here today from Cuba, 
bearing important dispatches from General 
Calixto Garcia, commander of the de- 
partment of the east of the insurgent 
army, for General Miles or General Shafter, 
commanding the army of invasion. 

Lieutenant Rowan, with a number of 
guides, left Jamaica on April 234 to carry 
information to and confet with Genera! 
Garcia. He and his companions crossed 
to Cuba in an open boat, landing on the 
coast near Pico Ojo del Toro, province of 
Santiago de Cuba. They marched through 
swamps and under brush to the mountains, 
where horses were obtained and thence 
pwoceeded to Bayamo, arrivng at that 
place five days later. Theey found General 
Garcia quartered there with a guard of 
several hundred troops with headquarters 
in the principal house on the main street 
of the city, which had been abandoned 
shortly before by the Spaniards. 

Conference with Garcia. 

Lieutenant Rowan had @ long conference 
with the insurgent general, who told him 
that there were -15,000 troops in his con: 
-ti@id, scattered throughout the {sland. 
| These troops were, General Garcia informed 
. him, well supplied with arms, but lacked 
een cages About 3,000 were then follow- 
ing a body of Spanish soldiers down to the 
Ceuta river. 

General Garcia expressed his Joy at the 
intervention of the Umfted tSates, and ask- 
ed Lieutenant Rowan to suggest how the 
Cubans could co-operate with the Ameri- 
cans. Idéeutenant ‘Rowan told him thai 
their services would be invaluable alone for 


their great knowledge of the topography of 
the island. 
On the Way Home. 
When Lieutenant Rowan left the insur- 
gent camp he was accompanied by General 
| Henry Colazo and Chief of Staff Colonel 


' | Hernandez. They struck across the coun- 


; try, and came out on The north coast near 
Manati on May 7th. Throughout the jour- 
ney across the island, which was made at 
the widest part, Lieutenant Rowan -and 
his companions did not encounter one Span- 
ish soldier. They took a small sailing ves- 
sel and put out for Nassau. There were six 
méen on board the small craft, and the 
journey occupied two days. An awning and 
a hammock were used for sails, and the 
party suffered much hardship. At Nassau 
the Fritish schooner Pearless was taken, 
andi the party reached here today, as be- 
fore stated. ,

Lieutenant Rowan will lave tonight for 
Tampa to hand his dispatches to the army 
commander. ‘Ttie substance of these dis- 
patches and of the Heutenant’s conference 
with General Garcia are, of course, kept 
secret. 


THE PUBLIC PULSE IN MADRID. 


The Ignorant Are Hopeful and the 
Intelligent Are Concerned. 
London, May 14.—The Madrid correspond- 


ent of The Standard says: ; 
“Some of the papers echo the popular ex- 
pectation of prompt and happy results from 
the appearance of the Spanish fleet in West 
Indian waters, if only allowed to have a4 
fair and not too unequal t of their pow- 
er to resist the American warships. In this 
claim of reasoning the Spaniards put much 
confidence in the three torpedo boat de- 
stroyers with Admiral Cerveras, the four 
first class cruisers and the ability of the 
admiral himself.

‘guffering the loss of an eye, and thus 
proving his oneship and his kindred 
with the people of old Georgia. Inthe 
terrible devastation which resulted from 
the impoverishment of southern hopes— 
the blasting of southern fortunes; the 
impoverishment of a people who had 
never know a moment of servility—there 
followed a period in which it tried men’s 
souls to rehabilitate their state and the 
communities in which they lived. 

From Atlanta to Jonesboro, Jonesboro 
to Griffin and Macon, and Macon on to 
Savannah, there was one long, wide trail 
of ashes which marked the march of 
Sherman to the sea. If the editor of 
The Griffin News, who stands so ready 
to attack one of those men who suffered 
in that terrible disaster, had been living 
in this community at that time, he might 
be able to understand the situation of 
1870, and to appreciate the labors and 
the trials of the defeated soldiers who, 
in teaching school, in plowing’ their 

. fields, or in other kinds of occupation, 
sought to repair their fortunes. It was 
a period of disaster when strong men 
might have wept and quailed in the face 
of adversity. But the men of the south 
—such men as Colonel Candler—were 
not made in the mold which endures de- 
feat. They went to work, determined 
to place their state once more in the 
front. In 1870 these people were in the 
midst of their travail. Rich and poor, 
high and low, there was a common level 
now, and there was but one mark of dis- 

, tinction in society, and that was fidelity 
to the memory of the men whose badies 
Jay entombed from Atlanta to Savannah! 
It is true that many of these men were 

“unable to pay their taxes; that many of 
i'them were unable to pay their debts; 
but it is also true that they worked with 
the zeal of honest men, and that what 
they ‘were not able to pay at once they 
did in time; and it lies not in theemouth 
of Mr. Glessner, who was then living in 
Ohio, to charge fraud or dishonesty upon 
an honorable confederate veteran who 
was doing his duty to his country and 


his family. 
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Spalding. A disclosure of these 
books for the year 1870 will show 
that, if Colonel Candler did stand 
in arrears of less than $4 that year, he 
stands there with the bravest and best 
of the community. He was immersed

bared their breasts to the bullets of Geor- 
eia’s enemies; and no man who was a 
stranger to our feelings or indifferent

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The First Blood of Two Wars. 

There is more than ordinary signifi- 
cance in the fact that the first drop of 
American blood shed in the present war 
with Spain should have come from the 
veins of one of North Carolina’s gal- 
lant sons; and if the anguish of private 
grief for one so gifted with the hero's 
spirit admits of any consolation, surely 
it is found in the gratifying fact that

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fectually the covenant of brotherhood 
between the north and the south and 
completes the work of reconciliation 
which eommenced at Appomattox. 

While deploring with unaffected sor- 
row the tragic death of Ensign Bagley, 
North Carolina riust feel some measure 
of patriotic pride in being the first state 
in the entire union to suffer bereavement 
for the stars and stripes. But the whole 
south shares with North Carolina in the 
tearful honors of this initial sacrifice. 
Ensign Bagley illustrated in his ardent 
temperament the fire and spirit of the 
ideal Dixie youth. His father was one 
of the bravest soldiers who ever donned 
the confederate uniform, and for gener- 
ations back his ancestors were natives of 
the soil. 

More than any other influence which 
has operated to restore fraternity be- 
tween the sections since the late war is 
the martyrdom of North Carolina’s brave 
young officer. Eloquent speeches have 
softened the heart of the nation, but they 
have failed to approximate in welding 
and solidifying power the blood of En- 
sign Bagley. 

It is a peculiar coincidence that the 
first blood of the late war between the 
States was also shed by one of North 
Carolina’s sons. In the battle of Big 
Bethel, fought on June 10, 1861, Private 
Henry Wyatt, of Company A, First 
North Carolina regiment, gave to the 
Struggle its baptismal sacrament of 
blood. Under command of superior offi- 
cers Private Wyatt and four others 
sought to dislodge federal sharpshooters 
from the quarters in which they had en- 
tenched themselves; but in advancing to 
execute his orders he was struck by one 
of the bullets of the enemy and fell dead 
instantly. ‘This was two months after 
Sumter had been fired on. Big Bethel 
is in the neighborhood of Old Point Com- 
fort. In the engagement which followed 
close upon the death of Private 
Wyatt, the confederstes came out with 
victorious colors, losing only one man, 
while the federals lost one hundred. 
Such ‘was the engagement in whiah the 
first blood of the late war between the 
States was shed; and since the initial 
victim of that struggle which estrangea 
the two sections came from North Caro- 
lina, it is fitting that the initial victim 
of the present struggle which is calcu- 
lated to cement the two sections into 
closer union than ever before should 
likewise come from North Carolina. 
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Are the Philippines in Danger? 

What tactics Spain may adopt in the 
present war we do not presume to know, 
but if her idea is to conquer back the 
Philippines, either with her illusory 
Cane Verde fleet or with some other one 
which she may succeed in collecting 
for the purpose, she will fird to her. sor- 
row that the flag of the United States is 
not to be hauled down with ease from 
its oriental battlements, 

In the harbor at Cadiz there are three 
large war vessels which Spain can use 
at any time: but if she dispatches those 
vessels to the Philippines she will leave 
herself without protection. But suppaze 
she actually intends to bring her naval 
strength to bear upon the Philippines 
for the purpose of hauling down our 
flag, what will be the consequences? If 
she @ndertakes to do this solely with the 
unemployed warships which are now 
Iving idle in the harber at Cadiz she 
will encounter another disastrous and 
complete failure; and even if she supple- 
ments these warships with~wher entire 


Cane Verde fleet, now on this side, she is | 


still more than apt to meet with utter 
loss, besides exposing her domestic bor- 
ders to the fire of our guns. 

Of course it is barely possible that 
Spain may look ‘upon Cuba and Porto 
Rico as substantially lost to her already, 
but even in that event she would hardly 
be justified in leaving herself wholly un- 
protected at home for the purpose of 
eoncentrating her strength upon the 
Philippines. If she concedes Cuba and 
Porto Rico, why not concede the Philip- 
pines also, rather than add to the bur- 
den of fearful sacrifice which the war 
has already entailed upon her? 

On being notified that Spain had dis- 
patched war vessels fo the Philippines, 
the naval authorities at Washingtor 
could immediately dispatch to the re- 
enforcement of ‘Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
our war vessels now stationed on the 
Pacific eoast, viz, the Philadelphia, the 
Charleston, the Yorktown and the Monit- 
erey. In conjunction with our Asiatic 
squadron these vessels could make it ex- 
tremely warm for any naval array which 
Spain might send against the Philip- 
pines. 
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The Poor Jingoes! 

It sometimes happens that even 80 
faithful a defender of Spanish and for- 
éign interests as Editor Godkin fails 
to discriminate in his efforts to 
fasten obloquy oon Americans and 
American interests. This is plainly 
shown in his most recent contribution 
to war literature. He discusses the 
question which has arisen as to the feas- 
ibility and. propriety of retaining pos- 
session of the Philippines after the war 
ig over. ‘ 

Editor Godkin proceeds on the assump- 
tion that the suggestion has been made 
by what he calis the jingo .crowd, to-wit, 
the American people who have spurred a 
somewhat laggard administration into 
taking steps to put an end to Spanish 
oppression in Cuba. Indeed, he makes 
the charge directly, and then goes on to 
make a long and fussy estimate of what 
must inevitably be done should the Unit- 
ed States join the procession of nations 
which have battened on wars for the 
national aggrandizement. The “inevit- 
ables” of Editor Godkin are as mythical 
as his charge that the “jingoes,” or any 
other body, are advocating the retention 
of the Philippines. We ¢all his atten- 
tion to the fact that the suggestion 
comes warm from the very lap of Merry 
Old England, and the only advocates of 
retention that have thus far appeared are 
to be found in high official places in our 
mother country—the admirals of the 
navy and the lords of the militia, so to 
speak. 

These may be jingoes, indeed, but they 
are not of the American stripe and vari- 
ety. They pelong to another and a-dif- 
ferent class, and they represent ideas 
and motives as foreign to American as if 
they were propagated on another planet. 
As for the discussion which has arisen, 
that was inevitable in any event. 


plished fact, the question was bound to 
arise, “What are we going to do with 
them? What disposition is to be made of 
this territory, which is ours by right of 
conquest?” 

But the discussion of these questions 
amounts to nothing, and all suggestions 
and comments that are made on the sub- 
fect are necessarily futile.

islands and our possession of them pre- 
sents a situation wholly unique in our 
history. The country has never had 
any such question before it in the past, 
and though its discussion at this time is 
futile, yet it is not only natural, but nec- 
essary, in view of the fact that the coun- 
try, acting through congress, wil! have 
to come to some decision or other in re- 
gard to the matter. We have no tradi- 
tion, precedent or fact to guide us in this 
particolar instance, and it remains to 
be seen what decision will be arrived at 
by the public—whether we shal! acquire 
the islands, whether we shall turn them 
over to the Spanish, merely retaining a 
coaling station, or whether we shall be 
satisfied with Hawaii as a base of opera- 
tions and supplies in the Pacific. 

Such a decision will have to wait on 
events. Nothing can be done now until 
Cuba is freed from Spanish rule, and 
nothing will be done until various other 
settlements have been made. It seems 
now, viewing things as they are, that 
retention of the islands would be a 
doubtful policy. On the other hand. it 
od turn out to be the wisest solution of 
the problem presented—a solution that 
will enable us to outstrip all other na- 
tions in controlling the commerce of the 
east. For, after all is said, Trade.(John 
Bull spells it with a capital T) is a bie 
thing; and one of the biggest things in 
Trade is the traffic of the east.

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English Sympathy. 


It is noticeable that a great change 
has come over the dreams of the British 
people during the past few months. “A 
year ago no criticism was too severe to 
be passed on the American people; but 
now the tune is changed, and it is dis- 
covered that the people of the rennhlic 
are just the kind of nice persons that 
John Bull would like to take in as part- 
ners in his various foreign enterprises. 

So far as imtelligent Americans are 
concerned the change is a very welcome 
one. We have no illusions about Jonn 
Bull. We would much rather contem- 
plate him in his literature than in his 
business. Nevertheless, we cannot fail to 
recognize that ties of blood exist between 
the two countries, and, as was verv 
properly said by an Amefican naval 
commander on a memorable occasion, 
blood it thicker than water; and there is 
an undercurrent of sympathy between 
the two countries that is sure to assert 


itself when the occasion arises. 
And yet it is impossible to disguise the 


fact that the recent expressions of sym- 
pathy and friendliness which reach wus 
from England are the direct result of 
the isolated position in which that coun- 
try now finds herself with respect to the 
eastern question. Heretofore England 
has been able, by means of diplomatic 


- measures and fortunate alliances, to re- 


main the arbiter of the eastern question. 
But the recent movement of Germany 
on China, and the counter-movement 
of Russia at Port Arthur have enabled 
British statesmen to discover the essen- 
tial weakness of her position. 

It was thought that when the German 
acquisition of a foothold in China was 
so suddenly followed by a similar move- 
ment on the part of Russia, that Eng- 
land would enter a vigorous protest; and 
such a protest, indeed, was vigorously 
demanded by the organs of British pub- 
lic opinion. But the practices of Great 
Britain rose up to confound her. That 
sovernment had _ acquired a valuable, 
nay, a commanding. position on Chinese 
territory. This being so, what was to 


prevent other nations from following so | 


distinguished a precedent? Nothing but 


their weakness, and both Germany and | 
Russia felt strong enough to undertake | 


the adventure. The result is the crumb- 
ling of the card-honse of British suprem- 
acy in the east. England’s position re- 
mains the same as before, to be sure, but 
the illusion of supremacy is gone. She is 
as favorably’ situated in the Chinese 
matter as the other powers, but not more 
favorably. 

Since these developments have taken 
place with respect to China, the thought- 
ful people of England—the responsible 
and ruling classes~have had an oppor- 
tunity to reflect over the problem that pre- 
sents itself, and the only solution that 
presents itself, is an alliance of the Eng- 
lish-spéaking people, viz, England and 
her colonies and the United States. The 
very thouglit of it seems to be.a relief to 
the British mind, and much has been 
made of the idea. 

As a result, in our present struggle we 
find our long-time critics and satirists 
leaning toward us—leaning toward us 
with heaving bosoms, friendly eyes and 
outstretched hands, as much as to say, 
“If you need us, say the word.” Well 
there is’ nothing unpleasant in this sit- 
uation. 

Contemporaneous with this change of 
disposition on the part of the English, 
we learn (with some surprise, be it said) 
that English public opinion did not in- 
dorse the arbitration treaty which was 
defeated during the last days of Cleve- 
landism. Their public men say that 
such a treaty would lead to innumerable 
irritating squabbles, which would finally 
culminate in an aggravation of temper 
dangerous to both countries. 

We are led, therefore, to the conclu- 
sion, which will be found to be the true 
one. that Bayard asked Lord Salisbury 
to draft a treaty, and pledged the Cleve- 
land crowd to its support; and, further. 
that this was done as a sort of apology 
for the Venezuelan message. Such a per- 
formance would measyre up to the exact 
standard of Clevelandism. 

Anyhow, as we have said already’ it is 
pleasing to note the evidences of British 
friendliness and sympathy. They are 
worth something, if they are sincere.

Fitzhugh Lee’s Capture.

BATTLES IN FUTURE. 


If the great soldiers of the past could 
revisit the earth today they would be as- 
tonished by the changes which have oc~- 
curred in the methods of warfare. 

In the good old times men counted for 
something and personal bravery was @ pO- 
tential factor. There were no long range 
guns; no dynamite, and tie use of electric- 
{ty was unknown. Ships were built of 
oak; they fought at close quarters, and 
they did not sink until they were riddled 
by numerous cannon balls. On land large 
armies marched up to each other and the 
soldiers had hand te hand encounters. 
There were no rapid firing guns, no inge- 
nious machines shooting a great number 
of balls. Submarine mines and terpedo 
boate had not been invented. 

Under the old conditions men were need- 
ed to fight batties, and frequently the fate 
of empires was decided by the superior 


bravery of a few. 


Times and methods have changed. This 
is the age of the maChine. Men still hav® 
their uses in warfare, but they are out- 
classed by the machine. 
plans campaigns looks to the inventor to 
help him. , 

At the end of another half century, if 
buman ingentity is as progressive as it 
has been during the past furty years, w® 
shall see more attention paid to the ma- 
chinery of war than to the details con- 
nected with the discipline, drill and organi- 
gation of armies and navies. Men will be 
at a discount with the exception of a few 
experts needed to operate the machines. 

Explosives and electrical appliances will 
be utilized to the utmost. 

In fact, some of the inventions now in 
use give the thoughtful observer a hint 
of what their development and extension 
will do in the near future. 

The Wellington of the nineteenth cen- 
tury wickedly said that the Lord was on 
the side of the heaviest artillery. His suc- 
cessor in the twentieth century will claim 
that the Almighty is on the side of the 
best machinery 
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The wonderful war inventions which de- 
stroy big steel ships and thunder strike. 
the massive walls of heretofore impregna- 
ble fortresses are yet in their infancy. 

Just wait until that devil cailed man 
exerts his destructive faculties to thelr 
full extent. 

Fifty. years from now the secretary of 
war will spend verv little time consulting 
with generals and admirals. When he is 
making preparations for hostiities with a 
foreign foe he wi!) send for some pale- 
faced Edison of that day, and will make 
a contract with him for a few job lots of 
his death-dealing machines, and will then 
be ready to annihilate ships, forts, cities 
and everything that be may desire to de- 
stroy. 

But the enemy will wage war in a simiiar 
fashion. That follows as a matter of 
course. Still, there will be a difference 
@ preponderance on one side of superior 
equipment, cid a4 a rule it will be found 
on the é6ide which has the most money. 


Machines wili count in war, but money” 


must stand back of them, or men will not 
be ind‘sced to invent and construct them. 
Mer no longer count for much in peace 
by the side of machines and money, and we 
cannot expect it to be otherwise in war. 


So the Edisons of the next century will 
draw millions of dotlars from all the gov- 
ernments of the world for inventions war- 
ranted ‘o wipe everything in eight from 
the face of the earth. 

Seapo:ts will then have little use for big 
forts and armies to defend them. There 
will be a network of explosives around 
them, and a little scrap of a cierk in the 
war department a thousand miles away 
will be able ® press a button and the 
mines will do the rest. 

Guns of a long range not dreamed of 
now will be perfected. Machines shooting 
hundreds of projectiles with the rapidity 
of lightning will be used. 

E.ectricity will work wonders. The ex- 
perts who are nwv able to send a current 
of this force through the air to a given 
point without wires are only the forerun- 
ners of scientific operators who wi.l 6tand 
hundreds of miles away from a city and 
flash a current there of sufficient power 
to inflict incalculable damage. 

The war department of every govern- 
ment will then be prepared to operate its 
own system of thunder and lightning, soe 
to speak. 


Then, there is the matter of airships. 

They are coming. The inventors will 
never stop until they succeed in making 
some sort of machine fly through the alr, 
something more reiiable than balloons, and 
one of the first uscs made of it will be to 
employ it to drop explosives into forts 
and cities. 

Again, the suggestion comes that, if one 
nation uses these inventions in war, tieir 
foes will fight™them in the eame way. 

Granted! This, however, will not cause 
the world to settle down into a universal 
and pérmanent peace. Nations being com- 
posed of men must fight sometimes. It is 
their nature. So leng as the globe remaina 
inhabited there will be war and rumore 
of war. 

The invention of destructive machines 
will be offset by the invention of machines 
to smash them or do deadiier work. 

It will not be a question of men and 
numbers in the wars of the future. The 
advantage will be with the’ side having 
money enough to secure the best inven- 
tions and machines, and enough of them. 


An interesting point comes in just here. 

Tons of printed matter have been pub- 
lished about the rules of civilized warfare. 
These rules are very numerous, but it is 
only necessary now to hint at a few of 
them. It is held uncivilized to poison bul- 
lets, food and water. It is not legitimate 
to use the old-fashioned chain shot Which 
would sweep away a whole company at 
once. Nations mdulging in such practices 
are practically ovtlawed, and are regarded 
as the enemies of all mankind. 

And yet it is civilized and legitimate to 
use machines and explosives which will 
kill a greater number of people than the 
other methods which are now considered so 
reprehensible. 

Where shall the line be drawn? 

It is a queer world which is too tender- 
hearted to use poison and chain shot in 
warfare, but is eager to pay the highest 
price for improved machines and explo- 
sives which wil) destroy life and property 
on a much langer scale. 

-The principles and scruples of the so- 
called civilized man must be respected, but 
in their last analysis what are they, and 
what are they worth? 


During the wars of the future it will be un- 
necessary to conscript the masses and send 
them to the front. They will stay at home 
and work all the harder to pay the heavy 
taxes made necessary by thé new and ex- 
pensive war machines. 

It will ba a good thing for those who 
are opposed to.fighting if they lve in Jo- 
calities where the enemy may not care 
send his messengers of death and destrm 
tion. 

No locality, however, will feel safe.= 
any unexpected moment a big airship 
come along and drop a few explosive 


tearing up dozens of square miles of inhab- | 


ited territory, just for the fun of the 


thing. 


These forecasts may not be comforting’ 


to the lovers of peace, but they are reason- 
able conclusions based upon our recent 
progress in such matters. 

Human nature is not glorified in these 
but the inven- 
tive genius of man is magnified in a way 
which is perfectly reasonable, when we 
giance backward at the past, and review 
the rapid advancement of military science. 

Make way, then, for the machine, and 
hail Its mighty work! 

And the inventor—crown him with laurels 
overwhelm him with civic honors, and 
his pockets with gold. for he shall be at 
once the protector and the destroyer of 
states and nations!

Sent to Atlanta at Once, 
ORDER ISSUED YESTERDAY 


Men Will Be Drilled and Equipped and 
Sent fe Thelr Regiments,

FIRST TROOPS EXPECTED IN FEW DAYS 


Large Stock of Supplies on Hand—85,- 
OOO Pounds of Fresh Meat Will 
Be Bought—Most Sweeping 
Order Yet to the Gulf 
Department. 


SHORTLY BEFORE NOON YESTER- 


day the department of the gulf of the 
United States army received an order from 
the war department at Washington provid- 
ing for the mobilization of over 17,000 troops 
in Atlanta at once. 


The recruits of every regiment of in- 
fantry. in the United States army, with the 


Eighteenth and 


exception of the Sixth, 
Twenty-third, and of five regiments of 
cavalry, are to be sent to Fort McPher- 
son. 

This is probably the most sweeping order 
yet received by the department of the gulf 
since the opening of hostilities, and means 
much to Atlanta and this section of the 
state, 

The Bighteenth and Twenty-third regi- 
ments of infantry and the Fifth regiment 
of cavalry recruits are to be sent to Jack- 
son barracks, New Orleans. The Sixth in- | 
fantry and Third cavalry are to be sent | 


to Fort Thomas and Jefferson barracks, 


respectively. 

This leaves the recruits for twenty-one 
regiments to be sent’ here outside of i 
cavalry. The soldiers will arrive just as | 
soon as the recruiting officers, who will be | 
sent to their various posts at once, can 
secure them. Large quantities of equip- 
ment for both cavalry and infantry will 
also be sent here. 

The first detachment is expected in the 
next few days, and in less than a week 
Fort McPherson will be fairly alive with a 
veritable army. 

The object of the plan is to centralize the 
recruits and,teach them the preliminaries 
of the. art of warfare. As soon as they 
arrive at the fort they will be taught how 
to drill and general military tactics. They 
will be kept here until they are in condition 
to go to the front, when they will be sent 
to the various regiments for which they 
were recruited, wherever these regiments 
may be.

Atlanta Men in Camp Now in Service 
of the United States—Work of 
Enlistment Continues and 
May Be Completed 
Tonight. |

Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., May 13.— 
(From a Staff Correspondent.)—More than 
Georgia’s quota of soldiers to enter the 
volunteer army is now in camp. A small 
detachment arrived from Washinton this 
afternoon, and more are expected. 

The problem has reversed itself. Form- 
emy it was how to get enough recruits. 
It is now how to go through, and the sur- 
geons will be unusually strict. 

In Colonel Brown’s regiment there are 1,100 
officers. Nearly the same number are+rin 
Colonel Lawton’s regiment, and the light 
batteries make up the necessary 2,200. 

By orders received from the war depart- 
ment today the total number needed has 
been cut down from the original figures. 
The officers are gratified tonight that they 
have all the men they want, although it Is 
for the present an army without arms. 
This condition, however, is not expected to 
last long. 

The following companies were mustered 
tn today: Captains Nash, Captain Barker 
and Captain Hopkins, of the Second Georgia 
infantry; Captain Dart, of the First Georgia 
regiment light infantry; a Georgia company 
of artillery, Captain Bradley, commanding, 
and Major ‘W. J. Kendrick, commanding 
the Third ‘battalion, Second regiment. All 
the Atlanta men are now in the service of 
the United States. 

The three companies with Major Kendrick 
compleets the Atlanta list. Tomorrow 
Major Almand’s battalion will be received 
into thé mational service, and the entire 
camp will soon be under command of the 
war department. 

Several companies in the First regiment 
changed their location today. They were 
moved further up the hill. 

The work fur the establishment of a 
Young Men’s Christian Association in con- 
nection with the camp and to go with it 
during the war, was commenced today. 
State Secretary S. W. McGill and Mr. 
Woods White, of Atlanta, were here max- 
ing arrangements for the establishment 
of a tent. The tent will be a large one, 
having a seating capacity of 400, 

Here the officers and men can find many 
things that otherwise would not come to 
them. There will be writing material ‘n 
the tent, also a number of papers and 
magazines which they can read The at- 
taches of the Young Men%s Christian As- 
sociation tent will assist in caring for the 
wounded and of administering to the wints 
of the suffering. It is the object of the 
promoters to have it as an adjunct to the 
hospital corps. 

One of the most commendable features 
that the tent connected with the Georgia 
soldiers will have ia the commissary de- 
partment. In this will be kept palacable 
delicacies. When one of the men is ill and 
his appetite has to be coaxed that he 
may become strong again, the commis- 
sary agent of the tent will give him these 
little things that will be vastly more ac- 
ceptable than the rough army food. 

Mr. White and Mr. McGill were pleased 
with the outlvok here and the tent will 
be located at once. A competent Chris- 
tian man will be placed in charge of %t, 
and he will cunduct devotional meetings 
for those who wish to attend. Many of 
the men will welcome this pleasant addi- 
tion to army Nfe.

panies there would be placed-a maximum 
limit of eighty-one men and a minimum 
of seventy-seven. This is according to the 
reguiations of the regular army ‘and ig 
what was expected by the infantry cap- 
tains. 

The light battery captains are not so for- 
tunate. The maximum limit placed on 
them was i21 and the minimum 112. It was 
intimated when the light batteries were be- 
ing recruited that 173 men would be the 
maximum number allowed.

Colonel Brown is prompt in executing the 
work of the camp that has to be regulated 
by him, and as soon as all the companies 
are mustered in strict orders will be en- 
forced for the government of the soldiers.

The Western and Atlantic handled three 
trains. Number one came in at 9:30 o'clock, 
No. 2 at 10 o’clock and No. 83 at Ili o’clock. 
The three carried thirty cars with about 
500 men. a 

Several more trains will probably pass 
through <Aitjanta today. Tomorrow the 
railroads will be given a rest, as not a 
single soldier will be moved in this direc- 
tion from the camp at Chickamauga. Un- 
less there is a change in orders, however, 
the rush will continue Monday, and several 
hundred troops will pass through here 
Monday night. The last five days have been 
busy ones for the railroads.

NEW YORK L0SRS 
HER RATE CASE 


Baltimere and Philadelphia Have an 
Advantage in the Matter. 


THIS DISPLEASED GOTHAM 


But the Commission Held That the Dif- 
ferentials Were Legitimate. 


SAY IT WAS NO UNJUST DISCRIMINATION 


The Metropolis Should Be Able To 
Take Care of Her Own Interests. | 
Bhe Is Not Suffering.’ 

N at the hands of the interstate’ com- 

merce commission, whith has declin- 
ed to order apy change in the differentials 
on grain. 

The freight rate on grain from Chicago 
to New York is 2 cents higher per 100 
pounds than from Chicago to Philadelphia 
and 3 cents higher than the rate to Bal- 
timore and Newport News. Boston, al- 
though at a greater distance from Chicago 
than New York, has the same rate given 
New York. 

Last year Baltimore's erain receipts in- 
creased and New York’s fell off. The New 
York produce exchange got up a case and 
asked the interstate commerce commission 
to wipe out the differentials, or at least to 
modify them. A full hearing was had and 
it was shown that these differentials or 
preferences allowed to Philadelphia and 
Baltimore were the result of a rate war 
between the roads fought some years ago. 

The question for the commission to con- 
sider was whether the preference shown by 
the railroads to Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Newport News was unjust and unrea- 
sonable. Just and reasonable discrimina- 
tions are not illegal and there are thous- 
ands of just discriminations. It was decid- 
ed by the commission that New York had 
rot made out a case of unjust discrimina- 
tion. The supreme court of the United 
States has held that competition between 
railroads may justify the gailroads some- 
times in ignoring distance in making their 
rates, 

The commission was not blind to the fact 
that great quantities of grain were carried 
at less than the regular rates and there- 
fore the differential was not wholly respon- 
sible for the diversion of traffic from New 
York to Baltimore. The commission de- 
clared that the principle upon which the 
differentials were established was iegiti- 
mate. There was a suspicion in the minds 
of the commissioners that the differentials 
ought to be modified, but they would pot 
go so far as to say the word. Looking at 
their influence on trade through a number 
of years, the board did not think they had 
exercised an untoward influence on trade, 

In summing up, the commission said: 

“The lines which extend to the port of 
New York are numerous, powerful and ag- 
gressive. 

“It is difficult to believe that those lines 
will ever suffer any great or permanent 
injury to the commerce of that port when, 
im permitting that, they must submit to a 
depletion of their own revenues. it might 
happen that. some combination of these 
lines, for the purpose of promoting their 
interests at some other point, would sacri- 
fice the port of New York, or that for the 
purpose of promoting their interests as to 
some other kind of traffic they would sacri- 
fice this particular traffic. lf anything of 
that sort were apparent, if there seemed 
to be anything arbitrary, anything unrea- 
sonable, any undue preference against this 
locality or this species of traffic, it would 
be our duty to correct it. But there is 
nothing of that kind, and we can do no bet- 
ter than to leave this matter where com- 
petition has left it. 

“In coming to this conclusion we have 
perhaps been somewhat influenced by the 
fact ‘that the consequence of an error in 
this direction is not so serious aS one ‘n 
the other direction might be. 

“The pecuntary importance of these aif- 
ferentiais to the carriers interested has 
already been suggested. Their importance 
in the distributica of the traffic may be 
even greater. If it were possible to abolish 
them altogether and absolutely enforce Lhe 
same rate to all these ports, it might soon 
so deplete the revenues of the southerly 
ports as to render practically valueless the 
outlay of enormous sums spent in thelr ce- 
velopment. Upon the other hand, if we 
wrongfully refuse to interfere, it simpiy fol- 
lows that foreign trade which ought to 
pass through New York is diverted to some 
rival port. This, considering the mamner 
in which this export grain business is cuon- 
ducted, does not mean the breaking duwn 
or the building up of an industry. It de- 
stroys no capital, invested; it renders no 
dock and no ship useless, At the most, it 
simply determines whether some new dock 
shall be built. 

“Again, if we have made an error it is in 
favor of the weak and against the sfrong. 
New York may have lost somewhat in the 
matter of its foreign commerce, but it is 
still immeasurably in advance of all rivals. 
As appears from table No. 19, which is 
brought down to January, 1898, in the year 
1897 New York had 47.43 per eent of all ex- 
ports moving out through the Atlantic and 
gulf ports of the United States and 74,06 
per cent of the total imports moving in 
through the same ports. It is almost impos- 
sible for us to feel that a locality which 
engrosses one-half of all the exports and 
three-fourths of all the imports upon the 
Atlantic seaboard can justly complain of 
any undue diversion of its commerce, The 
population of Greater New York is said to 
be about 3,000,000: the population of Phila- 
delphia, distant less than 100 miles, is 1,- 
200,000. In 1897 the imports of Philadelphia 
were about one-tenth and the exports 
about one-eighth of those of New York. 
Gam it be said that Philadelphia is unduly 
preferred to New York in respect to this 
foreign trade?’

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Gains Rather Than Loses in Attractive- 
ness as Spring Season Advances. 

New York, May 13.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

‘““Hostilities have lasted long enough to 
kill many predictions, if but few Ameri- 
cans, The European notion that the Uni- 
ted States ‘would begin by having a bad 
haif hgur; the theorist’s notion that ‘every- 
body Xnows a great panic must follow the 
outbreak of war;’ the commercial buyers’ 
notion that everybody.would be ready to 
sel] everything cheap if war came; the 
notion that-it would pay to hoard money 
until the emergency had passed, have all 
been made laughable already. The only 
panic was when money lenders were won- 
desing what deadly impossibilities the un- 
known may have in stwre for them. The 
only hindrance of industry ‘has been due 
to waiting of buyers who looked for lower 
prices. ' 

“Nothin, disheartening can be seen in 
the Indusinial situation except the closing 
of some cotton mills owing to over-produc- 
tion, and the fail of prmt cloths to 1.87 
cents. Cotton has not risen above 6.37 
cents, and as many reports of reduced 
acreage are current, as a year ago, but 
they do not weigh much in view of the ac- 
tual receipts of 10,500,000 bales. 

“Tho sales of wool have been only 4,,- 
000 pounds at the chief markets for tw9 
weeks, against 14.530,400 last year, and lLl.- 
216.7600 in 18982, ut prices are somewhat 
more firm, and there is more demand for 
goods apart from the large government 
orders. The demiana for boots and shoes, 
having passed all récords in recent months, 
has abated, and yet many orders are com- 
ing forward. 

“The output of pigiron—23%4,163 tons week- 
ly—shows practically no change and con- 
sumption centinues to be heavy. The gen- 
@ral expectation of expanding demand 
holds prices steady for all finished products 
of tron ard steel, and with considerabie 
sales of Bessemer pig it is 10 cents higher 
at Pittsburg with other quotations there at 
Chicago and at Philadelphia practically 
unchanged. 

‘““Vioney is casler since the policy of con- 
traction has cease, but only $1,700.000 wert 
to the interior during the week, while the 
new loans of the chief banks averaged 45 
per cent of the total to commercia) inter- 
ests, against 25 per cent one week ago 
and 15 per cent two weeks ago, with rates 
much lower than were quite recently re- 
fused. The government is paying gold 
over the counter largely because it neede 
notes more than coin, and $7,000,000 gold 
have been ordered durixg the week. $2,500,- 
000 from Australla, making $78.363.350 or- 
dered, of which about $11,000,000 has yet to 
come. 

‘Fatlures for the first week of May have 
been $2,978.980, against $3,995,894 last year. 
They~gumbered 246, against 264 last year.” 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, May 13.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The business situation gains rather than 
loses in attractiveness as the spring sea- 
son advances, While, of course, the very 
favorable situation in cereals is still the 
main spring of the improvement manifest- 
ing itself into many sections of the coun- 
try, there are other causes combi ning to 
make the outlook for business for the cur- 
rent year a flattering one. 

“A rather more confident feeling seems 
to pervade the iron trade, which is reflect- 
ed in fractional advances for leading makes 
of iron and steel. Features of the week are 
very heavy sales of pig iron at many mar- 
kets, but it is again claimed that stocks 
have begun to aceumulate at some points 
as a result of the continued enormous pro- 
duction, which is placed at 1,000,000 tons 
per month. 

‘Perhaps one of the most encouraging 
features of the week and one especially ac- 
ceptable -ybecause of the hitherto very de- 
pressed conditions prvailing is the reported 
slight improvement in inquiry and in tone 
in the wool market at several centers. 

“The price situation is still one of the 
great strength, but particularly so tn food 
products, which are. with few exceptions, 
notably coffee and sugar, higher on the 
week. 

“Wheat eports 3,682,443 bushels, against 
2.923.775 lAst week and 2,183,000 a year ago. 

“Corn exports 
twice,that of a year ago. 

“Fallures in the United States 250, against 
251 a year ago.”

ARGUMENTS WILL BE LENGTHY 


It Is Thought a Verdict Will Soon Be 
Reached by the Jury.’ 


LADSON WAS ON THE STAND YESTERDAY 


Attorney Was Calm and Dignified in 
Bearing—Disbarmert Proceedings 
First Broached at Theater. 

A tione, J. B. Cumming vs. C. T. Lad- 

son, will begin this morning and will 
continue until about 3:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, when the case will go to the jury, 
after a charge from Judge Lumpkin. It is 
believed that a verdict will be returned if 
a very short time and it is .probable that 
the friends of the attorney will remain in 
the courtroom until they have heard the 
outcome of the case. 

The evidence has not been concluded, but 
will be shortly after court reconvenes this 
morning. There are still a few interrogato- 
ries to be read, but it ig thought they will 
be quickly disposed ,of. Both sides claim 
that they will réceive a verdict, but the 
consensus of opinion among the officials of 
the courthouse is that Mr. Ladson will be 
acquitted. 

The case has occupled a much shorter 
time than was anticipated. Interest in the 
proceedings continues and yesterday, as on 
former occasions, the courtroom was 
crowded with attorney members of the lo- 
cal bar. Several nice points of iaw arose 
and on thése occasions the attorneys would 
bend forward as if loth to miss a word. 

The two most interesting incidents of the 
day occurred when Judge Lumpkin, who 
is presiding over the disbarment proceed- 
ings, was called upon to testify, and when 
Mr. Ladson, the defendant, took the stand 
in his own behalf.

San Francisco’s wholesale ‘merchants are 
trying to hold up the transcontinental rail- 
roads and at the same time sandbag the 
wholesale merchants of Chicago and Bt. 
Louis. These three cities colnpete for the 
trade of the country lying in. between. 

San Fr@@sisco has had an advantage over 
a part o “this territory because she. could 
get cheap water rates from New York and 
then only had to add the local rates from 
the coast back into the interior. Of course 
the all-rail lines had to meet the water 
competition at San Francisco. Now the 
‘Frisco merchants are trying to force the 
roads to ake a much lower rate from 
New York on carload lots to the Pacific 
coast than Chicago and St. Louis have on 
less than carload lots. ‘Frisco is trying to 
drive Chicago and St. Lopis gut of the job- 
bing trade on the coast. It is rare that a 
merchant at one of the small towns wants 
as much as a caTrload of goods at one time, 
and if the rates on small shipments are 
raised from the Mississippi river, the retail 
merchants in the slope and mountain towns 
will have to trade exclusively in ’Frisco. 


Not Enough Pay, Perhaps. 


Commissioner George R. Blanchard. of 
the Joint Traffic Association, has declined 
the title of brigadier general, in charge 
of the transportation of troops. He has 
not decided whether he will accept the 
government’s offer.. If he does take it, he 
prefers to be known as the director of 
transportation. His headquarters would be 
in Washington. The salary which the gov- 
ernment pays is too small to attract a 
man of Mr. Blanchard’s position. Hé can 
make twice as much where he is.

TATE AND THOMPSON IN RABUN. 


Joint Discussion Between the Two Con- 
gressional Candidates. 


Clayton, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—Politics 
in Rabun county is becoming more and 
more interesting as the 6th of June ap- 
proaches. Congressman Tate and Solicitor 
General Thompson met at. Burton last 
night and at Clayton today, and that leng- 
delayed and much-talked-of joint discussion 
between them took place. They had a good 
crowd at each place.. Instead of the meet- 
ings being characterized by heat, acrimony 
and vituperation, as was anticipated, the 
debate was pleasant, and while the crowd 
enjoyed the thrusts and retorts of each 
speaker, the debate was conducted on a 
high plane and was greatly enjoyed by 
our people. Each speaker seemed to know 
the sentiment of this people, and fealized 
that any effort to misrepresent or to en- 
gage in personalities would redown to his 
hurt. 

These were Mr. Tate's appointments at 
which Colonel ‘Thompson joined him, and 
a division of time was cheerfully granted. 
Colonel Thompson iff his speech dénounced 
the national bankifig system and the gold 
standard, reviewed and condemned the 


financial legislation since the war, and con- 


cluded his speech by saying that his op- 
ponent had been right on these questions, 
but that he was not the only maf in the 
district that could have been right; that 
the proper thing for the present congress- 
man from the filhth to do, masmuch as he 
hed been in office for six years, was to 
retire for a while. 

Mr. Tate reviewed his ‘record since he

Remains of Miss Meere and Mr. Scaife 
Found at Lakewood. 
CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST 


Miss Moore’s Sweetheart Comes To 
Find Her Cold in Death. 


WEIRD SCENE WHEN SEARCHING FOR BODIES 


Were Found Yesterday Morning at 
‘Daylight—Verdict of the 
Coroner’s Jury. 


HE bodies of Miss Annie M. Moore 
T= Mr. Pauli B. Scaife,,.who were 
drownea at Lakewood night before 
last, were found yesterday morning by 
Herman Agricola and Lowe Stillman. 

All night long the lake was dragged with 
grappling hooks by several people in boats. 
Upon the shore large fires were burning, 
and the ight cast a flickering red glow 
upon the boats out in the dark, cold water. 
It was a-picturesque:. though weird scene. 
About 6 o’clock Agricola and Stillman, who 
‘were ih a boat together, caught the bodies 
with their drag hook and pulled them into 
shcre. 

Undertaker Patterson was notified and 
the bodies were conveyed to his place on 
Peachtree street. The coroner held an in- 
quest at noon and the verdict ef the jury 
Was accidental drowning. The evidence was 
that the young people were at Lakewood 
with a pleasure party and went upon the 
lake for a boat ride.. A aplash was heard 
in the water near the bathhouses, and 
then there came cries for help, followed by 
@ woman’s scream, Several boats went to 
their assistance, but they were too late. 
Just how the fatal accident occurred none 
could say. It is believed that Scaife, who 
was always full of fun, rocked the boat to 
frighten his companion and tilted it too 
far. The young la@y may have lost her 
balance, and Scaife, springing to her side 
to keep her from falling, careened the boat, 
causing it to upset. The boat when found 
was bottom upward. 

The body of Scaife was taken to Eufaula, 
Ala., yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock, for 
interment. The young lady was carried to 
her home at No, 41 Houston street, from 
where the funeral will take place this 
afternoon and the interment will be in Oak- 
band cemetery. ' 

There is one peculiarly ead circumstance 
connectéd with the death of Miss Moore. 
She was engaged to be married to Mr. R. 
M. Hawkins, and the wedding was to have 
taken place within a month, Mr. Hawkins 
resides in Virginia and he had planned to 
visit his fiancee today. He will come, but 
instead of meeting his sweetheart in the 
flush of life he will see her cold in death 
and robed for the gfave. 

Today will also witness the home-coming 
of Miss Moore’s father, Dr. C. L, Moore, 
who nas been in Texas for tha past seven 
months. He, too, WI] find one whom he 
expected to meé@t himwith a loving kiss Iy- 
ing in the casket ready for the tomb. 

Superintendent Montgomery wishes. it 
state@ that he offered rewards for the re- 
covery of either body or both, and not 
alone for the recovery of Scaife’s body.

LEAVE 


Alabama’s Representatives Left Short- 
ly After Convention Adjourned. 


ABLE ADDRESS BY E. S. PETERS 


Dr. J. D. Turner, President of Associa- 
tion, Talks of the Work Accom- 
plished by the Convention. 


The delegates to the convention of com- 
pressers which met yesterday at the Kim- 
ball have returned to their homes, gratified 
and encouraged with the work accom- 
plished by the meeting. 

Their aim in coming to Atlanta was to 
take. the initial step in finally doing away 
with the round bale of cotton, and the 
resolutions adopted by them looking to 
that ena were highly satisfactory to every 
delegate present. 

_ Dr. J. D. Turner, of the Atlanta Compress 
Company, said yesterday in the presence of ¢ 
a number of the compressers: 

“The convention was the most harmonl- 
ous one’ ever held in the history of the 
association; every representative came with 
the fixed purpose to do something to bet 
ter the present bale by increasing its 
density, and the reasons given in the reso- 
lutions adopted must appeal to the good 
sense of cotton ginners throughout the 
state. The matter now rests in their hands 
entirely; we have nothing further to do 
with it.” 

The address of Mr. Edward §S. Peters, of 
Texas, beforé the convention was an able 
argument for uniform cotton bales. He is 
one of the largest planters in the state of 
Texas, and while not a compresser, was 
invited to the convention, and came as the 
representative of the producing classes. He 
said: 

“I was present at the recent gathering of 
ginners in my state when they decided that 
hereafter Texas would make her cotton 
bales uniform. The convention was a unit 
in regard to the matter, and I am satis- 
fied that it will prove a godsend to our 
cotton growers and ginners in the future. 
By every bale being of the uniform size, 
24x, the freight and steamship rates will 
be about half as much as at present, and 
the shipper will not be the only one to reap 
the advantage. The farmer will get higher 
prices for his staple and the compresser 
better rates in foreign markets.’’ 

The address of Mr. Peters carried great 
weight with the convention, and at its 
conclusion many delegates seemed to be 
strengthened in their determination to see 
that Alabama and Georgia should in the 
future have uniform cotton bales. The 
opinion of the majority of delegates was 
that the ginners would take favorable ac- 
tion on the resolution gat once, .and an 
effort will be made by scattering literature 
throughout the country to educate the 
farmer up to the necessity for uniform 
cotton bales. 


HE TEARS HIS HAIR IN: JAIL. 


Artist Rembrandt Has Failed To Make 
Any Bond—Speaks of Mrs. Con- 
ley as Mrs. Rembrandt. 

Artist Julius Rembrandt, who loved fer- 
vently but unlawfully, is still confined in 
the Fultoh county jail. He had been hop.ng 
all along that some of his German friends 
in the city would come forward with the 
proper bond for his release, but so far the 
friends have been tardy with such proofs 

of friendship. 

Rembrandt does not take his im»rison- 
ment with any degree of resignation. He 
tears his artistic hair, which is ordinarily 
parted over a promising bald spot, but now 
it droops in inartistic disorder over his 
brow. 

Hé persists in calling Mrs. Conley “Mrs. 
Rembrandt,’ either from force of habit 
or because of a lingering touch of the love 
which has caused all of his trouble: 

“I must see Mrs. Rembrandt.’ he ex- 
claims ‘as he paces in his cell; “why does 
not Mrs, Rembrandt come to me?’ 

This yearning cry may arise from a hope 
that Mrs. Rembrandt, as he calls the other 
fellow’s wife, will bring relief in the way 
of a bond. 

In the meantime Mrs, Conley is awaiting 
money from a brother in Texas to whom 
she has telegraphed for aid. If she receives 
a sufficient amount it will probably be de- 
voted to the artist by being placed up as a 
eollateral for a bond. 

S. A. Conley is on his way to Texas 
with the little boy. He told an officer just 
before his train pulled out that he expected 
Mrs. Conley to relent and follow him. 

“The fellow Rembrandt,” said Conley, 
“has some terrible influence ovar my wife, 
but I believe she will come to her senses 
when shefi nds her boy has been taken away 
and then she will be only too glad to re- 
turn to her home. I don’t care whether she 
comes to me or not, but I wish her to go 
back to her old father and mother.” 

Conley stated before leaving Atlanta 
that Rembrandt was wanted in Austin for 
leading a young German girl astray and 
that a warrant and requisition papers 
would soon be sent to Atlanta. 

If the artist can succeed in making bond 
he will doubtless leave Atlanta and when 
he goes Mrs. Conley will be very likely to 
go with him.

They say that 
Colonel Candler has everything his way 
Aown in their part of the state. He spoke 
at Fitzgerald some time ago and the colo- 
nists teok a great fancy to him. Many of 
those people never voted a democratic tick- 
et in their life until they came to Geerg‘a. 
Now they are ardent democrats op static 
issues and they are for the old confederate, 
Allen D. Candler, straight out. 

Observant men who come to Atlenta from 
different sections of the state, say that 
Senator Berner is gaining some strength, 
but he is drawing from Judge Atkinson. 
Colonel Candler is holding his forces ail 
right \and where either of his opponents 
make votes in a county, it is at the,ex- 
pense of the other and no# Colonel Can- 
dler’s loss, Hig supporters stand firmly 
together. 

While Berner and Atkinson are generally 
understodd to be each other’s second choice 
each wants to get more votes than the oth- 
er, very naturally. The Candler people say 
that all both of them put together will gét 
will not be ground for jealousy. Judge Af- 
kinson’s most effective argument against 
Senator Berner is said to be the latter's 
record on the money question.

The cheering was in response toa statement by a member of the cab- 
inet that “even war itself would be cheaply purchased if, in a great and 
noble cause, the stars and stripes and the union jack should wave to- 
gether over an Anglo-Saxon alliance.”’’ 


May 13.—Cable Telegram to The Constitution—British and American 


The speaker was Bight Hon. Joseph E. Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, at Birmingham. 

Mr. Chamberlain after deprecating the constant assertions in certain quarters 
that Lord Salisbury was “‘discredited’’ and the government “weak and vacant” 
said: “If foreign countries believe and act upon these statements, they will find 
themselves much mistaken and that courteous diplomacy and graceful concessions 
are not incompatible with a firm maintenance of the country’s honor and in- 
terests.”’ 

Referring to the policy of strict isolation that England has pursued since the 
Crimean war, he remarked that this had been perfectly justifiable, but he added: 
‘The time has arrived when Great Britain may be confronted by a combination of 
powers and our first duty therefore is is to draw all parts of the empire into close 
unity, and our next to maintain the bonds of permanent unity with our kinsmen 
across the Atlantic.” (Loud cheers.) 


Let Them Wave Together. 


“There is a powerful and generous nation,”” said Mr. Chamberlain, “speaking 
our language, bred of our race and having interests identified with ours. I would 
go so far as to say that, terrible as war may be, even war itself would be cheaply 
purchased if in a great and noble cause the stars and stripes and the union jack 
should wave together over an Anglo-Saxon alliance. (Prolonged cheers.) 

“It is one of the most satisfactory results of Lord Salisbury’s policy and at the 
present time these two great nations understand each other better than they ever 
have done sif™ over a century ago, when they were ‘ee by the blunder of a 
British government.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain proceeded to draw a gloomy picture of the situation in China, 
“where we have to count with Russia as in Afghanistan, except that we do not 
possess an army or a defensive frontier in China and cannot therefore injure Rus- 
sia without an ally. The fate of the whole Chinese empire is involved and our in- 
terests are so enormous that no more vital question was ever presented for decision 
to the British nation and a British government. Unless the fate of China is to be 
decided without England's voice, we must not reject the idea of an alliance with 
those powers whose interests are similar to ours.’

It is believed that 
he will be able to intercept them should 
they make a dash for Cuba, but if they 
Phould get past his vessels they would 
brake it warm for our ships on blockade 
duty off Cienfuegos on the south coast. 
They coukl nor stand for a moment against 
the big Spanish armored cruisers, and yet 
are not fleet enough to escape, if they are 
sighted. Should Sampson sight the Spanish 
fieet it is not certain that he could engage 
them, provided the Spanish admiral found 
it to his interest to decline the engagement. 
The Spanish ships are faster than anything 
in the American Squadron with the possible 
exception of the flagship New York. If 
Sampson should fall in with them, how- 
ever, and find the Spaniards in a fighting 
humor, he would have the best of it as far 
as chances can be calculated from a simpie 
calculation of the respective number of ar- 
mored ships and guns. The big battleships 
Indiana and Iowa, though 2% per cent 
Slower than the Viscaya class, far over- 
match them in offensive and defensive 
power. Their armor belts and turrets could 
not be pierced at a fighting range of 2, 
yards by the biggest gun mounted by the 
Spaniards, while the twelve and thijrteen- 
inch of our battleships could perforate tne 
Spanish armor belts. The New York, how- 
ever, is inferior in both offensive power 
and armor to the Spanish vessels, though 
she might hold her own by superior man- 
agement and gunnery. If mpson has 
taken his whole fleet, the monitors Amphi- 
trite and Terror would make up more than 
balance of power against the Spaniards, al- 
lowing the cruisers Montgomery, Detroit, 
and Marblehead as a force sufficient to 
take care of the Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. The latter, however, are almost 
untried in actual warfare, and some naval 
officers fear that they are much more dan- 
gerous foes than the ordinary strategists 
allow in their calculations. 


THE PUBLIC PULSE IN MADRID. 


The Ignorant Are Hopeful and the 
Intelligent Are Concerned. 

London, May 14.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of The Standard says: 

“Some of the papers echo the popular ex- 
pectation of prompt and happy results from 
the appearance of the Spanish fleet in West 
Indian waters, if only allowed to have a 
fair and not too unequal test of their pow- 
er to resist the American warships. In this 
claim of reasoning the Spaniards put much 
confidence in the three torpedo boat de- 
stroyers with Admiral Cerveras, the four 
first class cruisers and the ability of the 
admiral himself. It is supposed that the 
preservation of the Spanish squadron would 
enab the colonies to prolong their resis- 
tanca to the American plans of invasion. 
Thesq@ optimistic views have been strength- 
ened among the lower and middle classes 
by the repulse of the Americans at Carde- 
nas and Cienfuezgos. Among the more 
thoughtful and far-seeing and in military 
and naval circles the news of the arrival of 
the fleet at Martinique has increased anx- 
iety and patriotic concern,”’

Indiana were probably the only ships hit. 
They went right up under the guns in a 
column, delivering broadsides and then re- 
turned. The line passed thrice in front 
of the forts, pouring tons of steel into 
hem. 

It is tmpossible to judge the amount 
of damage done to the buildings and forts. 
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for fourteen minutes she poured starboard 
broadsides on the coast. Meanwhile the 
Indiana, the New York and other ships 
repeated the dose from the rear. The lowa 
turmed and came back to the Wampatuck’s | 
boat and again led the column, the forts 
replying fiercely, concentrating on the De- 
troit, which was about 70 yards away, 
all the batteries on the eastward arm of 
the harbor.

The wounded were quickly at- 
tended, the blood was washed away and 
everything proceeded like target practice. — 

At 7:45 Admiral Sampson signaled: 

“Cease firing.’’ 

\ “Retire’’ was sounded on the Iowa cnd 
she headed from the shore. , 

The Terror was the last ship in the line,. 
and failing to see the signal, banged away 
alone for about half an hour, the concert 
of shore guns roaring at her and the water 
flying high around her from the . xploded 
shells. But she possessed a charmed life 
and reluctantly retired at 8:15. 

As at Matanzas, the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, the smoke and distance prévented any 
important conclusions being drawn. The 
town of Sar Juan must have suffered, al- 
though protected by the hills, as the high 
shots must hive reached it. No traces 
of the bombardment were discernible on the 
forts except small fires, which were appar- 
ently extinguished before the fleet left.

the big battleships Indiana and Iowa are 
25 per cent slower than cruisers of the Viz- 
cc2ya class, they far overmatch the Spanish 
cruisers in offensive and defensive powers. 
The armor belts and turrets could not be 
pierced at fighting range of two thousand 
yards by the biggest gun mounted by the 


Spaniards, while the twelve and thirteen- 


inch guns of our battleships could perforate 
the Spanish armor belts. The cruiser New 
York is, however, inferior in both offensive 
power and armor to the Spanish cruisers. 
The Spanish fleet is composed of four ar- 
mored cruisers and three torpedo boat de- 
stroyersg If Sampson has his whole fleet 
the monitors Amphitrite and Terror would 
make up more than a balance of power 
against the Spaniards, allowing the cruis- 
ers Montgomery, Detroit and Marblehead 
as-a force sufficient to take care of the 
torpedo boat destroyers, whose power and 
ability nobody seems able to calculate. 
This is a new element in naval warfare. 


The Advance to Cuba Halted. 
, The discovery of the whereabouts of the 


Spanish fleet has resulted in holding back 
the transportation of trodps to Cuba. The 
gulf 
points and preparing for the invasion will 
go ahead as rapidly as under the dirst plan, 
but the war board has reached a definite 
determination that troops will not. be sent 
across to Cuba until this Spanish fleet is 
disposed of. 

Naturally this determination is not hailed 
with delight by the officers of the army, 
but they see the wisdom of it.

They appeared to be riddled with shot, but 
the Spaniards were plucky.

After 
the first passage before the forts the De- 
troit and the Montgomery retired, their 
guns being too small to do much damage. 
The Porter and Wampatuck also staid 
out of range. The smoke hung over every- 
thing, spoiling the aim of the gunners and 
making it impossible to tell where our shots 
struck. The officers and men of all the 
ships behaved with coolness and bravery. 
Tige Shots flew thick and fast over all vur 
ships, 

The men of the Iowa who were hurt 
during the engagement were injured by 
splinters thrown thrown by an eight-inch 
shell which came through a boat into the 
superstructure and scattered fragments in 
all directions. The shot’s course was finally 
ended on an iron phate an inch thick. Mer- 
kle was struck in the arm and may lose 
it. All were hurt by splinters and a fire 
was started in the boat, but was quickly 
extinguished. 


The Officers in Danger. 

The Morro battery, on the eastward arm 
of the harbor, was the principal point of 
attack. Rear Admiral Sampson and Cap- 
tain Evans were on the lower bridge of the 
Iowa and had a narrow escape from flying 
splinters which injured three men. The 
Iowa was hit eight times, but the shells 
made no impressions on her ar- 
mor. The weather was fine, but 
the heavy swells made accurate 
aim dificult. The broadsides from the 
Iowa and Indiana rumbled in the hills 
ashore for five minutes after they were de- 
livered. Clouds Of dust showed where 
tne shells struck, but the smoke hung over 
everything. The shells flew overhead and 
dropping around showed that the Spaniards 
still stuck to their gums, 

At 3 o’clock in the moraing all hands 
were called on the Iowa, a few final touch- 
es in clearing ship were made and at 5 
o'clock ‘‘general quarters’’ sounded. The 
men were eager for the fight. 

The tug Wampatuck went ahead and 
anchored, her small boat to the westward 
snowing three fathoms, but there was not 
a sign of life from the fort, which stood 
boldly against the sky om the eastern hill- 
sides.

IN CHICKAMAUGA PARK 
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Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—Chickamauga Park is now 
ready for the arrival of the volunteers. . 

The Eighth and Twelfth regiments, the last of the United States infantry at 
the park, left this morning for Tampa. 

The Eighth boarded the Southern railway cars at Ragssville, and the Twelfth 
marched to Ringgold, where they embarked by the Western and Atlantic. 

The First and Tenth cavalry will leave in the morning, being the last of the 
reguiars at the park, except the one company of the Eighth, which remain 
here until the volunteers arrive to de guard duty. There only remain nere 
now General Brooke and staff, Chief Surgeon Hartsuff, Captain Glassford and 
his signal corps of twenty-three men, and the following newly appointed priga- . 
diers, who, it ts understood, have been detained to assist in organizing the vol 
unteers who are coming: General A. K. Arnold, General A. 8. Burt, General 
J. C. Bates, General Henry W. Lawton, and Lieutenant W. 8S. Scott, chief of 
General Arnold's staff. 

General Brooke was notified today Officially that twenty-nine regiments of yol- 
unteers.had been ordered here at once, and instructions were given for prop- 


erly locating them on the park grounds. General Brooke expects from 4,000 to 
50,000 of the volunteers to be concevtrated here within the next two weeks

Although they sre reported to be equipped for active service. the army 
officers say that in the case of so many volunteers it will be necessary [to renew 
their equipment, and in addition provide the cegiments with field transpor’ iticns— 
that is, wagons, etc. A large part of the army is encamped at Tampa ready to 
move whenever the order comes, and it is felt here that the troops at Chickamauga 
can be sent to Tampa promptly whenever the necessity arises. 

Telegraphic cOmmunications to the troops which have been ordered *o -roceed 
to Chickamauga sent by Adjutant General Corbin to the commanders of the 
state orgamizations today. They are instructed on reaching Chickamauga to re 
port to the commanding general at that place, Major General Brooke.

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FIST TROOPS EXPECTED IN FEW DAYS 


Large Stock of Supplies on Hand—85,- 
000 Pourds of Fresh Meat Will 
Be Bought—Most Sweeping 
Order Yet to the Gulf 
Department. 


SHORTLY BEFORE NOON YESTER- 
day the department of the gulf of the 
United States army received an order from 
the war department at Washington provid- 
ing for the mobilization of over 17,000 troops 


in Atlanta at once. 
The recruits of every regiment of in- 
fantry in the United States army, with the 
exception of the Sixth, Eighteenth and 
Twenty-third, and of five regiments of 
cavalry, are to be sent to Fort McPher- 


son. 

This is probably the most sweeping order 
yet received by the department of the gulf 
since the opening of hostilities, and means 
much to Atlanta and this section of the 
state, 

The Eighteenth and Twenty-third regt- 
ments of infantry and the Fifth regiment 
of cavalry recruits are to be sent to Jack- 
eon barracks, New Orleans. The Sixth in- 
fantry and Third cavalry are to be sent 
to Fort Thomas and Jefferson barracks, 


respectively. 

This leaves the recruits for twenty-one 
regiments to be sent here outside of the 
cavalry. The soldiers will arrive just as 
soon as the recruiting officers, who will be 
sent to their various posts at once, can 
secure them. Large quantities of equip- 
ment for both cavalry and infantry will 
also be sent here. 

The first detachment is expected in the 
next few days, and in less than a week 
Fort McPherson will be fairly alive with a 
veritable army. 

The object of the plan is to centralize the 
recruits and teach them the preliminaries 
of the art of warfare. As soon as they 
arrive at the fort they will be taught how 
to drill and general military tactics. They 
will be kept here until they are in condition 
to go to the front. when they will be sent 
to the various regiments for which they 
were recruited, wherever these regiments 
may be. 

This order is only for the United States 
regulars, having nothing to do with the 
state volunteers, over whom the depart- 
ment of the gulf has no authority. The 
government will also fully equip the recruits 
here. 


It also means that immense quanties of 
guns and horses will be shipped to Atlanta 
just as fast as the men arrive. Several 
thousand head of stock will be bought in

The increase must be made by recruits, 
and officers are now being sent to various 
parts of the country securing men for the 
army. In all nearly 25,000 recruits will have 
to be secured to complete the regiments un- 
der the new schedule. This will necessarily 
take time, and from present indications it 
will be several weeks before this new ele- 
ment can be recruited, equipped and put 
in condition for active service.

Volunteers Continue Te Arrive, But the 
Regiments Are Already Complete, 


MORE COMPANIES ARE MUSTERED IW 


Atlanta Men in Camp Now in Service 
of the United States—Work of 
Enlistment Continues and 
May Be Completed 
Tonight.

Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., May 13.— 
(From a Staff Correspondent.)—More than 
Georgia’s quota of soldiers to enter the 
volunteer army is now in camp. A small 
detachment arrived from Washinton this 
afternoon, and more are expected. 

The problem has reversed itself. Form- 
efly it was how to get enough recruits. 
It is now how to go through, and the sur- 
geons will be unusually strict. 

In Colonel Brown's regiment there are 1,100 
officers. Nearly the same number are in 
Colonel Lawton’s regiment, and the light 
batteries make up the necessary 2,200. 

By orders received from the war depart- 
ment today the total number needed has 
been cut down from the original figures. 
The officers are gratified tonight that they 
have @ll the men they want, although it Is 
for the present an army without arms. 
This condition, however, is not expected to 
last long. 

The following companies were mustered 
in today: Captain Nash, Captain Barker 
and Captain Hopkins, of the Second Georgia 
infantry; Captain Dart, of the First Georgia 
regiment light infantry; a Georgia company 
of artillery, Captain Bradley, commanding. 
and Major W. J. Kendrick, commanding 
the Third battalion, Second regiment. All 
the Atlanta men are now in the service of 
the United States. 

The three compénies with Major Kendrick 
compleets the Atlanta list. Troomorrow 
Major Almand’s battalion will be received 
into the national service, and the entire 
camp will soon be under command of the 
war department. 

Several companies in the First regiment 
changed their location today. They were 
moved further up the hill. 

The work fur the establishment of a 
Young Men's Christian Assocjation in con- 
nection with the camp and to&go-with it 
during the ’ war, ‘was commenced today. 
State Secretary S$.) W. McGill and Mr. 
Woods White, of Atlanta, were here mak- 
Ing arrangements for the establishment 
of a tent. The tent will be a large one, 
having a seating capacity of 400, 

Here the officers and men can find many 
things that otherwise would not coine to 
them. There will be writing material ‘n 
the tent, also a number of papers and 
magazines which they can read. The at- 
taches of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation tent will assist in caring for the 
wounded and of administering to the wints 
of the sufferirg. It is the object of the 
promoters to have it as an adjunct to the 
hospital corps. 

One of the most commendable features 
that the tent connected with the Georgia 
soldiers will have ls the commissary de- 
partment. In this will be kept pala:able 
delicacies. When one of the men is ill and 
his appetite has to be coaxed that he 
may become strong again, the ¢ommis- 
sary agent of the tent will give him these 
little things that will be vastly more ac- 
ceptable than the rough army food. 

Mr. White and Mr. McGIll were pleased 
with the outlvok here and the tent wil! 
be located at once. A competent Chris- 
tian man wil) be placed In charge of :t, 
and he wil eunduct devotional meetings 
for those who wish to attend. Many of 
the men will welcome this pleasant addi- 
tion to army life.

Number of Men to a Company. 

Captain 8. B. Mills, the mustering offi- 
cer, received some important information 
this morning regarding the maximum and 
minimum limit that has been placed by the 
war department on the number of men 
each captain shall have in his company. 

This question has been the cause of much 
trouble among the commanding officers, 
as some of them have more than the num- 
ber that comprises a company, and espe- 
clally the artillery, which has far more 
men than can be retained. 

The officers knew the limit placed on com- 
panies on the regular army, but there was 
much talk of changing if for the volunteer 
army. In answer to Captain Mills’s query 
several days ago, the war department an- 
swered tnis morning that for infantry com- 
panies there would be placed a maximum 
limit of eighty-one men and a minimum 
of seventy-seven. This is according to the 
reguiations of the regular army and ig 
what was expected by the infantry cap- 
tains. 

The light battery captains are not so for- 
tunate. The maximum limit placed on 
them was i21 and the minimum 112. It was 
intimated when the light batteries were be- 
ing recruited that 173 men would be the 
maximum number allowed. 

Camp Orders Issued. 

Colonel Brown is prompt in executing the 
work of the camp that has to be regulated 
by him, and as soon as all the companies 
are mustered in strict orders will be en- 
forced for the government of the soldiers. 

The following are the orders which will 
go into effect tomorrow and the men wiil 
be forced to come to the line on regulations 
and camp conduct: 

Three drilis will be had each day, ome in 
the morning, one near noon and the other 
in the afternoon. Besides this discipline, 
the captains are ordered to have schools 
of instruction for the a and in a short 
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orders a pretty ceremony that will be cb- 
served each afternoon. After retreat is 
sounded the companies are brought to at- 
tention in their company streets and the 
band plays the national anthem. 
Russell Is Reinstated. 

One of the most thrilling incidents that 
has yet occurred in camp took place in 
Captain Drummond’s company this morn- 
ing. This company is known in the state 
militia as the Republican Blues. One of 
the men to enlist was Robert T. Russell. 
The company entered camp and a few days 
ago young Russell asked hig captain to 
let him withdraw, as he believed he did not 
want a touch of war. Captain Drummond 
allowed him to go. Yesterday he approach- 
ed Captain Drummpnd and told him that 
he had been unduly influenced and that 
he now wanted to re-enter the company. 

Captain Drummond told him if he would 
apologize to the company publicly he would 
allow him to re-enroll his name. This was 
assented to and this morning Russell made 
this apology before the company, drawn 
up in line. A vote was taken and it was 
unanimous in his favor, 

Russel] is the grandson of the oldest liv- 
ing member of the Blues. Hon. Philip M. 
Russell is his grandfather and has been a 
member of the Blues since its organiza- 
tion. Captain George Howard, of the Geor- 
gia militia, who has been regimental com- 
missary for the Second regiment, today 
turned over his supplies—those which the 
state had furnished to feed the troops until 
they were mustered in—to the United States 
g°vernment and received his receipts for 
the same. 

The troops are now considered to belong 
to Uncle Sam, and the officers gnd men feel 
that they are in good hands. Captain 
Nash’s company was mustered in this4- 
morning and not a man faltered when the 
oath was taken. A lusty cheer rent the 
air as the men were dismissed after the 
ceremony of mustering was over. They 
said they were happy to be under the pro- 
tecting wing of the great republic.

THROUGH ATLANTA 


Hundreds ef Men Passed Through En- 
route te Coast Last Night. 


RAILROADS ARE KEPT BUSY 


Eighty-Two Cars Loaded with Men and 
Equipment from Chickamauga. 


NO TROOPS WILL 60 THROUGH SUNDAY 


The Rush Will Continue with Unabated 
Energy Monday Unless Further 
Orders Are Received. 


The rush of United States regulars to- 
ward the seacoast continued with unabated 
energy through Atlanta last night. The 
Central of Georgia, Gouthern and Western 
and Atlanttce railroads were taxed almost 
to their fullest capacity, and handled a 
large number of cars. 

‘In all, eighty-two cars loaded with sol- 
diers and equipment passed through At- 
lanta last night. Most were of the Eighth 
and Sixteenth infantry and Third cavalry. 
No stopover was made here, the trains 
being transferred hastily to the tracks of 
the Central, and sent flying toward the 
scene of the fast-approaching struggle. 

The Southern brought in four trains last 
night. The first came in at 6:10 oclock with 
fifteen cars loaded with equipment and a 
small detachment from the Third cavairy. 
The second came at 10 o’clock, carrying 
eleven cars and a large number of men. 
The third came in at 10:30 o’clock, with 
fourteen cars, and the fourth at 12 o’clock 
with twelve cars. There were’ about 700 
men on the four trains. 

The Western and Atlantic handled three 
trains. Number one came in at 9:30 o'clock, 
No. 2 at 10 o’clock and No. 8 at ll o'clock. 
The three carried thirty cars with about 
500 men. 

Several more trains will probably pass 
through Atlanta today. Tomorrow the 
railroads will be given a rest, as not a 
single soldier will be moved in this direc- 
tion from the camp at Chickamauga. Un- 
less there is a change in orders, however, 
the rush will continue Monday, and several 
hundred troops will pass through here 
Monday night. The last five days have been 
busy ones for the railroads.

SPOKE LAST NIGHT: 


Chief Executive of West Virginia 
Talked to the Negroes 


HE MADE A STRONG ADDRESS 


Over Two Thousand People Were at the 
Tabemacle To Hear lm. 


INTRODUCED BY GOV, W. Y. ATKINSON 


Yesterday Was the Fifteenth Anniver- 
sary of Gammon Theological Sem- 
inary—Interesting Exercises 
Were Held Morning 
and Afternoon. 


The first congress of Colored Epworth 
Leaguers of the United States met. at the 
tabernacle last night at 8 o'clock. On the 
platform were seated Governor G. W. At- 
kinson, of West Virginia! Governor W. Y. 
Atkinson, of Georgia, and Bishop William 
X. Ninde, LL.D., of Detroit, Mich., presi- 
dent of the Epworth League. 

The address of the evening was delivered 
by Governor G, W. Atkinson, of West Vir- 
ginia, who spoke on the ‘Relations of the 
Church and the Epworth League to Good 
Citizenship,’’ and stirred the vast audience 
present with his eloquence and earnestness, 
He was introduced by Governor W. Y. 
Atkinson, of Georgia, who congratulated 
the colored people of Atlanta upon their 
growing interest in church and Epworth 
League work, and expressed to them his 
desire in the administration of public office 
to do justice to all, regardless of race, color 
or condition. 

In introducing Governor Atkinson, of Wes< 
Virginia, Governor Atkinson of Georgia jre- 
sented one who has always been a friend 
of the negro and .a sympathizer with him in 
his struggle for a higher station. 

In opening his address Governor Atkinson 
said: 

‘Successful armies are not made Of uni- 
forms and guns and cannons and swords. 
Successful soldiers are not made by equip- 
ments such as these. The equipments I 
have mentioned are, in a sense, essential, 
but it requires more thaf® these to consti- 
tute successful soldiers and victorious ar- 
mies. The true soldier is made by the ser- 
vice he renders on the march and in the 
front of battle. Real men do not grow on 
parlor carpets any more than trees grow 
in hotbeds. Real men are made by coming 
in contact with their fellow men, just as 
trees are caused to take deeper roots and 
stand all the firmer because of the storm 
that beats against them on the mountain 
crests, Men are not made by the jewels 
they wear Or the official positions they fill, 
but by the uprightness of their lives and 
the exemplification in their daily avocations 
and callings of the principles of morality 
and virtue which must lie at the formation 
of all real success.” 

Concerning the Epworth League. 

In speaking of the Epworth League, the 
speaker said: 

‘Men propose also to follow the great 
Head of the church in His plan of reach- 
ing the multitudes by helping them, The 
success of the Christ in reaching the mass- 
es unquestionably lay in His divinely un- 
selfish sincerity. La Cordarie, the great 
French divine, says ‘love is the immolation 
of self upon the altar of its object. Whom- 
soever has not been thus immolated has 
never loved.’ 

“Convince the people that you love them 
and you can lead them. Convince the 
people that you can and do sympathize with 
them in all of their bereavements in life 
and you can draw them to you and lift 
them to higher heights of intelligence, gocd 
morals and religion. Sympathy gave 
Shakespeare his marvelous power over 
men. Sympathy and love are the mighty 
unseen powers which will ultimately re- 
generate the world. 

‘Notwithstanding the seriousness of their 
high calling, these young people of the 
Epworth League are doing much to re- 
form society, so-called, by showing the 
world that supreme enjoyment, that the 
most intense realization of what the world 
is, so ardently and at such great expense 
of time and money "we ta ee can 
only be experienced by the ire in heart. 

“They are showine the world how to 
have a ‘good time’ without the compromise 
of character and morals. Nay, they are 
proving to the world that they only laugh 
whose merry hearts have in them no foun- 
dation stones for a temple of remorse. 
They have their amusements. Their pileas- 
ures are already becoming’ so 'nanifest that 
it is getting popular to be righteous for 
the sake of the satisfaction of righteous- 
ness. They are going to hasten the day 
when good society will be the  ociety of 
the good, and in the fullness of time this 
will come. 


Morality Will Stand Test. 


*““There can be no question as to who is to 
win this race. At any time we can safely 
put the intelligence and character of these 
Christian young men and women, who lead 
clean lives and improye themselves men- 
tally and morally, against the reckless and 
dissipating crowds that aifi-at nothing but 
nonsense ang hit nothing but filth. 

“Yes, my friends, the Christian young 
people in this broad land of ours are going 
to be the ideal citizens. They are prepar- 
ing themselves for taking a controlling part 
in politics. By combining to form a bal- 
ance of power they can, in a large degree, 
dictate the course of events, requiring the 
office to seek the man, and not the man the 
office, ag is largely the case now: securing 
much needed reforms, and relegating cor- 
rupt tricksters and scheming manipulators 
to the limbo of misty history, where such 
classes of right ought to be entombed out 
of sight for ever. 

“The great need of Our country today, my 
fellow citizens, is unselfish patriotism—a 
kind that creates a rival in the direction I 
have indicated by being on hand at the 
primaries, and then do'ng its duty at the 
polls. These are the kind of citizens this 
organization is making, and they will take 
a mighty hand in the years that are to 
come. ? 

They _can_ be relied upon for patriotism, 
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They. will stand by their pastors and their 
churches; they will stand by the Savior and 
the cross; they will stand by the old ship 
Zion, as she plows the seas, bearing upon | 
her prowess the noble and plorious message 
of ‘Glory to God in the highest; on earth 
peace and good will to men.’ ”’ 

At the conclusion of Governor Atkinson's 
address, Bishop W. X. Ninde, of Detroit, 
Mich., was called on for a few remarks. As 
the president of the Epworth League came 
upon the platform, the audience rose and 
gave him the chautauqua salute, waving 
their handkerchiefs and applauding for sev- 
eral minutes. Bishop Ninde made a short 
talk and was given the closest attention by 
all present.
